I note that your appeal concerns the adequacy of the search conducted by 
the FBI. Please note that this Office was closed due to a lapse in funding appropriations between 
December 22, 2018 and January 25, 2019, which resulted in a delay in responding to your 
appeal. 


After carefully considering your appeal, and as a result of discussions between FBI 
personnel and this Office, I am remanding your request to the FBI for a further search for 
additional responsive records. If the FBI locates additional releasable records, it will send them 
to you directly, subject to any applicable fees. You may appeal any future adverse determination 
made by the FBI.
